The only modern improve-! 
inputs are an electric light and ice 
plant. Two small native papers are 
Miblished in the city, but no English. 
The native population is quiet and 
feacetnlt if not Industrious. 
The Philippine Railway Company 


recently began work at Iloilo on one 
of their Hues, which is to run north 
along the eastern coast of Paaay to 
Capiz, a town oa the northern coast, 
a distance of something over a hun- 
dred miles. 
This Industry at pres- 
t gives some impetus to business in 
e city. Considerable money Is be- 
ing paid out in wages; also for ties, 
which helps the Interior region, 
where most of tbe suitable wood is 
found. 
The native pay for common 


labor is twenty-five cents per day, 
fold, and board. This is more than 
double what the Spaniards ever paid 
for .such -work and is thought liberal 
Wages, considering the small amount 
ft work the average 
Filipino is 
eapab|e of doing.

The troops in the Division are aa 
follows: One battalion of Engineers, 
four regiments of Cavalry, one regi- 
ment of Field Artillery and nine" "' 
ments of Infantry;.-also flffcr 
pantes of Philippine .Scouts (or na- 
tive troops officered and commanded 
by the regular army). This is abont 
one-fourth of the TJ. S. artny.^or 
about fifteen thousand or more n*en. 
The principal work of the army 
here Is for police duty and mosal 
effect and also as precaution in case 
of an uprising. 
The majority,-of 
troops in the islands at present are 
in garrison. The scouts do most of 
the actual field work. 
The insular 
government has also an armed native 
constabulary, which, in some of the 
islands and provinces, does all the 
police duty; for instance, in the. 
islands of Negros and Panay, two of 
the largest in the archipelago. 
One regiment (Eighth Infantry; is 


in the Department of Visayas with 
headquarters at this post, with two 
companies permanently detached at 
Department Headquarters in Iloilo 
By turns one entire regiment has 
been in the field in Leyte engaged in 
operations against Pulajanes, bands 
of religious fanatics, who raid and 
destroy the villages of the peaceful 
Filipitos. Col. Fred A. Smith, com- 
mander of our regiment, is in com- 
mand of the field operations in the 
islands of Leyte and Samar against 
these bands and has been successful 
in greatly oppressing them. 
The city of Iloilo is the second 
largest city in the islands (including 
suburbs) with a population of about 
65,000, largely native. It has a very 
good natural harbor; ships drawing 
up to 15 and 16 feet of water can 
enter the river and discharge their 
cargoes direct on dock while ships 
of any draft can He by in the straits 
and discharge on litters. 
Large quantities of sugar from the 
islands of Negros and Panay are 
shipped from this port, and some to- 
bacco; there is also a considerable 
quantity of logwood shipped tiom 
here to China for dyeing purposes. 
There are a r umber of wholesale 


stores in the city, owned mostly by 
Spaniards. 
The larger part of the 


retail trade is in the hands of China- 
men, 
who are good traders, though 


i an English firm here has one of the 


I best and lai gest general wholesale 
1 and retail stores in the islands with 
an investment of more than a. him- 
died thousand dollars. Theie ai e also 
located in the city several large ma- 
chine shop" icpresenting upwaidb of 
hall a million dollars, operated by 
Euiopeans. Their principal business 
is repair woik on ships visiting 
the port and Irom the sugar planta-

and north from Iloilo, on the little 
Island of Guimaras, which IB about 
25 miles long and eight wide. From 
Iloilo to Camp Jossman one goes by 
launch across the straits, a distance 
of about three miles, and, from the 
landing on Guimaraa at the Barracks 
of Beuna Vista, about four miles l*y 
wagon until the camp Is reached. The 
post reservation is one mile square 
Running between the post and beach 
is an excellent macadamized road 
with a light grade built by the Engi- 
neer Corps of 'the army. 
The post is at an elevation of 


about four hundred feet above sea 
level on a little plateau almost at the 
summit of the island. 
It has ample 
accommodations for a regiment of 
Infantry. 
The officers' quarters and 


troops barracks are built in the 
bungalow style, one story, constiuct- 
ed mainly of lumber imported from 
the States and roofed with tar paper 


The post Is considered, In all, one 


of the best in the islands 
It has an 
excellent health record; we have but 
little fever and dysentery, which are 
the two diseases most dreaded in 
tropical climates among troops. The 
post has an ice plant and water sys- 
tem of its own. All water for gen- 
eral purposes Is pumped from wells 
and piped to the quarters and bar- 
racks.

post and Iloilo; also on an average 
about three mails a week between 
Hollo and Manila. There are from 
six to eight mails a month between 
Manila and San Francisco, so that 
there Is scarcely a week but that we 
receive some mail from the States, 
though It Is always about five or six 
weeks on the way. We count three; 
months for an answer to correspond- 
ence sent to the States. 
The telegraph and cable lines here 
are under the supervision of the gov- 
ernment, and are managed In con- 
nection with the Post Office Depart- 
ment 
Personal messages are trans- 
mitted at a rate of one and one-half 
cents per word in the islands. Cable 
messages between Manila and San 
Francisco, on the Commercial cable, 
are at the rate of 50 cents per word, 
including addresses and signature, 
which is rather expensive if used to 
any great extent. Though these con- 
veniences are not all that we might 
wish, yet we who are here are very 
grateful for them

A R O U N D T H E W O R L D 


Under Difficulties-Seville's 


Cathedral Second Only to St. 


Peter's—Beautiful Women. 


Handicapped as are few countries 


of the earth with superstition and 
_norance, Spain has, in a hundred 
years, fallen from the van of nations 
;o the laggard's place in the rear. She 
is sound asleep, in a stupor from 
which she arouses herself at times 
only f&r a puff at a cigarette, a drink 
if liquir and to bend her reverent 
knees to the shrine of Mary. With a 
soil as fertile as our own great 
western plains, with seasons regulat- 
e'd to every necessity of her varied 
flora, and an atmosphere in which 
her golden globes of fruit are incu- 
batod with little artificial help, the 
Andalusian valleys and rolling hills 
have possibilities 
of 
wealth 
that 


would choke the markets of the 
world. 
But the energy and spirit of 


a once proud and prosperous people 
is smoldering in the ashes of a hope- 
less decay. 
They are asleep—let us 


hope to awake some day, for with a 
history so splendid and an ancestry 
so proud, a renaissance of the old 
days is possible. 


Cadiz is an old city—the Tarshish 


of Bible story, founded by the Phoe- 
nclans 1150 B. C. and by them re- 
garded as the uttermost limit of the 
world. 
It was a dependency ot 


Carthage from 500 B. C. to the Sec- 
ond Punic war, when it became, un- 
der Caesar, one of the impregnable 
fortresses of the Roman empire, and 
Roman writers are eloquent in praise 
ot its palaces and aqueducts, its great 
commerce and mighty fleets. In the 
fifth century A. D. it fell into the 
hands of the Goths and later was a 
possession of the Moors. 


When Spain was at her zenith, fol- 


lowing the discovery ot America, a 
continuous flood of gold flowed into 
the tills of her traders and the treas- 
ury of her kings, and until as late as 
1770, 
Cadiz, as the chief port, was 


reckoned the richest city on the 
globe. 
With Napoleon's ascendency 


the first step in Spain's tragic de- 
cline was taken and as her character 
was not strong enough to withstand 
the luxury of wealth, it was too weak 
to convalesce from the lethargy it en- 
tailed. 


In the gray of dawn we steamed 


into the placid 
harbor 
of Cadiz 


where the argosies of civilizations 
that are dead, one after the other 
have unfurled their white wings and 
gone into the crypts of history. 
The 


sun rose and the gray solid front of 
the city developed into windowed 
houses, white and orange in the light, 
the whole of it on a flat tongue of 
land projecting from the mountains 
into the sea. Cadiz shows up to bet- 
ter advantage at a distance- than at 
close range; and its buildings and 
streets are more interesting than its 
people. 
The quaint mediaeval thor- 


oughfares are so at variance with 
everything western that the visitor 
seems to be wandering in his dreams 
among the people and things of the 
long past. They are so narrow that 
I supposed at first they were alleys 
and kept wondering when we should 
pass out into a street, but the ex- 
pected avenues never showed up and 
the alleys never grew in width except 
when we drove into one of the nu- 
merous plazas. 
They are canyons, 


as much so as any gorge in the moun- 
tains of Colorado, deep, dark and 
semi-dismal, with even the tortuosity 
of the natural, the houses rising ab- 
ruptly to a height of about 50 feet 
and standing like uniformed regi- 
ments at attention, if I may change 
the figures, practically all the same 
kind and color, and scrupulously 
maintaining a uniform distance of 
about ten feet apart as they face each 
other across the street.. In very few 
places is it possible for carriages to 
pass and I saw a number of vehicles 
compelled to back to a cross street 
upon meeting others unexpectedly. 


As in most Latin towns, the Ca- 


thedral is the all important building 
in Cadiz; costing almost two million 
dollars it is a mystery to me how the 
money was secured from these poor 
natives. 
It must have well nigh 


bankrupted most of them. 
So im- 


posing, so rich in decoration, so vast, 
so far excelling any church edifice I 
had ever seen before, I would be 
tempted to describe it, but I know I 
shall see others that are moie splen- 
did and I will need all my adjectives 
for the task of their description, 
hence this one is passed up. 


In an old church in Cadiz, erected 


some time away back in the dark 
ages, I saw a painting that the guide 
called attention to with a salaam and 
an 
incomprehensible 
jumble 
of 


words. 
It was by ilunllo and it 


therefore must be very, veiy fine. 
And who was Murillo? I had the te- 
merity 
to 
inquire. 
' Mureelyo' 


Don't-ee know de great Mureelyo? 
Most big picture man in de world." 
"No, 
never heard of 'Mureelyo' in my 


life," I truthfully confessed. 
And 


then I listened to a-.i interpretation 
of the picture in detail. It was the 
Marriage of St. Catherine 
I did not 


know who St. Catherine was and do 
not know yet, but did not dare betray 
my ignorance further, for fear the 
guide would leave me in disgust. 


If I had any idea the Great Ruler 


of the universe looked anything like 
Murillo's $100,000 painting repre- 
sents Him to be, I confess that I 
would have to re-adjust my views of 
Him. 
Bold indeed must be the brush 


that would venture into such a field. 
This picture has particular interest 
for connoisseurs because it was the 
last work of the celebrated painter. 
When he had given it the final touch 
he stepped back to inspect the result, 
and, 
missing his footing, fell from 


the scaffolding to the marble floor 
and was killed. Three othe.r pictures 
by the same artist are in this old 
building, all of them likenesses of 
saints with rings around their heads. 


In the museum here is a sarcopha- 


gus and the grewsome remains of a

McCORD BILL KILLED 


The vote 19 the Senat9 last Tues- 


daj on the McCord bill which, had 
H bee. ome a law, would give the vot- 
ers of the state an opportunity to ex- 
press their preference for U. S. Sena- 
tor, showed that Penrose is still in 
command. 


The passage of this bill would 


have meant the retirement of Penn- 
sylvania's senior Senator, Boies Pen- 
rose, two years hence. The people 
of the state would not vote for him 
directly but in milder form they give 
Mm their support by voting for and 
electing those to the Senate and 
House who will support the arch 
gangster in the coming election. 


The tabulated vote is interesting. 


Three Democrats and three Republi- 
cans were absent and therefore are 
not on record. 
Barring those who 


dta not vote the Democrats are all 
on the honor roll, not one having 
voted against the measure. The op- 
Ronents of the bill were solidly Re- 
publican. Senator "William C. Miller, 
w&ose election last fall, will, under 
the old order, entitle him to a vote 
for U. S. Senator two years hence, 
was one of those who voted against 
the bill which would have given the 
people a right to express their prefer- 
ence. 
This whole matter was engi- 


neered by Penrose, whose election 
under the old order is, perhaps, as- 
sured, but who would never be elect- 
ed to succeed himself were it left to 
a. popular vote. 


There are yet two measures that 


embody the substance of the McCord 
bill—the North bill and the Lydick 
bill—the passing of either of which 
would cause U. S. Senators to be 
elected by popular vote, but it is 
probable that they will be dealt with 
as was the ill-fated McCord bill. 


Miller's vote on the McCord bill 


clearly indicates his love for the peo- 
ple whom, he declared during the 
campaign, he would serve with fidel- 
ity, and yet when his inglorious term 
shall have expired, his record star- 
ing us in the face there will still be 
voters ready to sing, "Waltz us 
around again Willie." His record so 
far in the Senate is by no means a 
proud monument, and unless he faces 
about he will richly merit being 
hurled by an outraged people into 
the regions where Penrose would go 
w.ere the election of U. S. Senators 
from Pennsylvania left to a direct 
vote of the people.

WORK AT CAPITOL 


Creasy Bill Passed Finally With But 


One Opposing Vote. 


Harrisburg, April 18.—Considera- 


tion of the Revenue Measure formed 
an important part of the week's work 
in the House of Representatives. The 
Howard bill, levying a tax of three 
cents a ton on all anthracite coal 
mined in the state, was passed final- 
ly. If approved by the Senate it will 
yield an estimated annual revenue of 
$2,000,000. 
The bill introduced by 
sir. Beidleman of Dauphin, taxing 
the real estate of all railroads, street 
railways, water, gas, telegraph, tele- 
phone, electric light, heat and power 
companies for county, city, borough, 
and all other local purposes, was 
passed finally by a unanimous vote. 
The bill now goes to the Senate. 
The Creasy bill, taxing express 


companies, passed finally with but 
one opposing vote. 
If approved by 
the Senate it will yield an estimated 
annual revenue of $200,000. 
The 


AicClain bill, returning to the coun- 
ties personal property tax and state 
liquor license tax, was also passed 
finally in the House. This measure 
will enable the counties to be bene- 
fited to the extent of about $1,500,- 
000 annually. What the Senate will 
do with the big revenue measures 
passed by the House is a problem. It 
is generally considered that a major- 
ity of them will be passed, notwith- 
standing the fact that not a few Sen- 
ators are counsel for, or otherwise 
identified with, the big corporation 
interests. 
The resolution introduced in the 
House by Mr. Hitchcock of Tioga 
county, endorsing President Roose- 
velt in his efforts to curb corpora- 
tions and to make them obey the 
laws, was unanimously adopted with 
a shout. 
The resolution is as fol- 


lows: 
"Resolved, That the House of Rep- 


resentatives of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania extends to Theodore 
Roosevelt, the President of the Uni- 
ted States, its hearty approval and 
commendation of his efforts to pre-; 
vent the great railroad and other cor- 
porations of the country from using 
their wealth and power to oppress 
and injure the citizens in their rights 
and property, and to enforce justice 
and a square deal for all. We corn- 
menu him for his endeavors to en- 
force existing laws again ' such cor- 
porations and to bring them under 
just legal regulation and control, and 
we condemn and denounce any com- 
binations of corporate wealth with 
politicians of any party or parties in- 
tended to reverse and defeat the poli- 
cies of justice which the President 
has so wisely and fearlessly inaugu- 
rated." 
Mr. Miller of Bedford presented a 


bill making it a misdemeanor, pun- 
isnable by a flue of $100 or three 
mouths imprisonment, for making 
usurious loans on household furni- 
ture, sewing machines, musical in- 
btruinents, jewel'ry, tools, etc. 
The 


bill does not apply to building and 
loan associations, trust companies 
and state banks, whose charters per- 
mit a charge of interest in excess of 
six per cent, annually. 
The following bills passed the Sen- 


ate finally: Appropriating $14,000 
for the transportation of Pennsylva- 
nia soldiers to Fredericksburg, Va., 
for the dedication of soldiers' monu- 
ments. 
House bill providing a penalty of 


$25 or thirty days imprisonment for 
any person who refuses to pay the 
established rate of fare in. cities to 
the ownrs or drivers of hacks. 


House bill amending the act au- 


thorizing cities and boroughs to con- 
demn property and water rights so 
as to include springs. 


Giving cities the- right to take 


lands within or without their cor- 
porate limits for the purpose of 
building sewers. 


Authorizing Boards of Health in 


cities of the second class to abate 
nuisances 
detrimental 
to 
public 


health. 


House bill forbidding the officers, 
agents, or employees of a railroad 
company, who have charge of the dis- 
tribution of cars to shippers, to own 
or have an interest in. an operative 
coal company or in the stock of a 
mining or manufacturing company 
along the line of such railroad. 
According to testimony taken be- 


fore the Capitol Investigation Com- 
mission today, the furniture 
and 


chandeliers tor the new capitol were

THAWS DISAPPOINTED 


Moral Damage to Boys and Girls—- 


Fought for Admission to Court 


Boom. 


New York, April 17.—The failure 


of.the jury to agree in the trial of 
Harry K. Thaw for the murder of 
Stanford White has been the sensa- 
tion of the week. I foretold this un- 
fortunate result several weeks ago 
and yet it is what might have been 
reasonably expected from the quar- 
rels among the counsel for the prose- 
cution and the counsel for the de- 
fense. The differences that occur in 
every trial, where objections are con- 
stant as to the admission of evidence 
which one side deemed necessary and 
the other side thought improper, 
were the cause of considerable ill- 
feeling. 
At first it was professional 


but towards the close of the trial it 
was bitterly personal, and although 
the language was politely Chester- 
fleldian, it was on the north side of 
friendly, with a strong infusion of 
gall and wormwood; in the counsel 
for the defense the difficulty was 
most serious. 
When Harry K. Thaw was arrest- 


ed the most eminent legal firm in 
the city was engaged and the case 
was put in active preparation. The 
plea was to fee "temporary insan- 
ity;" Harry K. Thaw would not have 
it so and engaged his own lawyer 
who made the plea "justifiable homi- 
cide." After a severe battle all the 
papers in the possession of the first 
law firm were taken from them and 
handed over to Harry K. Thaw's at- 
torney; he had scarcely got to work 
when some one had heard of a phe- 
nomenal lawyer in San Francisco, 
who had never last a murder case in 
all his practice at the bar, and he was 
forthwith secured. 
His retainer was 
said to be fifty thousand dollars and 
he was to have the sole direction of 
the trial; this was a direct.assault on 
the bar of New York and it caused in- 
stant rebellion. 


After several stormy meetings it 


was finally agreed to allow Mr. Del- 
mas to cross-question the witnesses 
and to sum up and close the case for 
the defense. 
Never before in New 


York was witnessed such wild and 
determined morbid curiosity as our 
organized police met with in the ter- 
rific fight witn the mob who wished 
to hear the Thaw trial; women, 
young boys and girls fought with des- 
peration beside their fathers, their 
husbands and their sons, and they 
only surrendered when to continue 
the conflict was madness and death. 
Long before daylight, when it was 
expected that District Attorney Je- 
rome would close the case for the 
prosecution, 
thousands 
of 
people 
crowded 
the streets 
around 
the 


Toombs and fought for points of vant- 
age from which they expected to gain 
admission to the court room; long 
before the doors were opened to the 
public*the court room was crammed 
to suffocation by the holders of spe- 
cial tickets endorsed by persons high 
in authority, and yet hundreds of 
ticket-holders never saw the inside of 
the court house. 
One hundred po- 
licemen of our very best fighting 
stock were put on guard to''preserve 
order and, although they used their 
long night-sticks with telling effect 
on the heads of the turbulent crowd, 
the fight did not end till the Jury was 
discharged and Harry -K. Thaw was 
remanded to his cell in the Toombs. 


Now let us see what good this 


shocking mistrial has effected. 
The 


moral damage to our boys and girls 
is beyond all computation; it has 
given them an opportunity to know 
of the life lived in the dens of de- 
pravity which should have forever 
been sealed from their eyes, and it 
has cost the prosecution and defense, 
in hard cash, not far from a million 
of dollars. No new trial can possibly 
take place till October,—so the pris- 
oner must possess his soul with pa- 
tience and rest in his cell as com- 
fortably as possible till that time, and 
bless his lucky stars that for some 
months, at least, he is safe from the 
electric chair. 


In view of the result of the trial 


just closed let us ask ourselves if 
trial by jury is the best moans of ob- 
taining equal and exact justice? You 
aslc twelve laymen in any case, civil 
or criminal, to come to a solid ver- 
dict to convict or acquit. If the jury 
convict an appeal is taken to the Su- 
preme Court; there, there are five 
judges, educated at colleges where 
the teaching is identical; they study 
from the same law-books, but you 
don't expect a unanimous verdict 
from them; only three can affirm. 
Then comes another trial at the 
Court of Appeals and, If beaten there, 
an appeal can be taken to the Su- 
preme Court of the United States. 
In the three great Appellate Courts 
a majority decides. 


Harry K. Thaw and his wife are 


terribly disappointed; they felt per- 
fectly sure that he would be acquit- 
ted and were planning a trip to South 
Africa. 


The politics of our state were 


never in a worse state than they are 
at the present moment. The united 
Democracy in the upper portion of 
the state have resolved that they 
will no longer submit to the harsh 
dominion of Tammany Hall, which 
claims all the honors of victory and 
absorbs all the profits. 
Mayor Mc- 
Clellan has cut adrift from all his 
old associates in Tammany and is 
gathering around him a body of fight- 
ers who will be found dangerous an- 
tagonists at the polls. There is lit- 
tle hope that either faction will lend 
much assistance to the other for, if 
Tammany should succeed, the up- 
country Democracy would be no bet- 
ter off than if the Republicans car- 
ried the state. But there comes an- 
other hitch which a divided Democ- 
racy hope of a good-time-coming; 
the "Peace that passes understand 
ing" dwells not in the Republican 
camp. There also is a heap ot trou 
ble; already quite a strong faction 
is trying to down our Governor; two
